Parking has long been an

Hand sanitizer 
linked to death 
in St. Catharines 


QMI AGENCY NIAGARA 

Niagara Regional Police 
are warning the public after 
two people died from drink¬ 
ing hand sanitizer that con¬ 
tained methanol. 

One of the people, a 
45-year-old woman, died in 
St. Catharines. 

Both deaths, the second of 
which occurred in northern 
Ontario, are being investi¬ 
gation by the Ontario's cor¬ 
oners office and are part of 
a Health Canada Alert. 

The label on the product 
said the hand sanitizer con¬ 
tained ethanol but, in fact, it 
contained methanol, which 
is highly toxic and can cause 
blindness or death if swal¬ 
lowed, Dirk Huyer, Ontario’s 
Interim Chief Coroner, said. 

“Obviously, we don't know 
why these two ingested it," 
he said. "Ethanol is typi¬ 
cally in alcoholic beverages 
that people consume. It is 
in wine and beer and vodka. 
Methanol is a different kind 
of alcohol. It’s not one that 
the body can deal with. 
That’s why it is so danger¬ 
ous. It is in paint thinners 
and items like that.” 

Police report the 45-year- 
old female was unrespon¬ 
sive and transported to 
hospital with what doctors 
believed to be methanol 
poisoning. A few days later.

The labels on hand sani¬ 
tizers advise external use 
only but Lisa Panetta, direc¬ 
tor of intensive programs at 
Community Addiction Serv¬ 
ices in St. Catharines, said 
the women's death speaks 
to the power of addiction. 

dependence on alcohol, 
they don't have the funds or 
the access for the consuma¬ 
ble type of alcohol,” Panetta 
said. “So they will resort to 
something like hand sani¬ 
tizer. It’s available. It’s rel¬ 
atively cheap to purchase. 
Maybe they are just getting 
it from somewhere.” 

Health Canada said it is 
working with the manufac¬ 
turer to test additional sam¬ 
ples and to recall the misla¬ 
beled products. 

"Its certainly sad when 
you see this happen," Pan¬ 
etta said. "You see so 
many people who do come 
through and make signif¬ 
icant changes. That’s the 
remarkable thing. With the 
right support and the right 
motivation, there is hope 
for people addicted to alco¬ 
hol. People need to realize 
they are not alone and there 
is hope. Reach out to some¬ 
body or some program. 
There are lots of programs 
around. Any one of them 
can help.”

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Orwell rolling in his grave 

P rime Minister Stephen Harper is "very concerned" 
about reports that Canada’s electronic spy agency, 
the Communications Security Establishment of Canada, 
conducts industrial espionage in Brazil. He says he’ll 
check to see if CSEC has been acting within the law, and 
presumably will get back to us on that “soon." 

Cyber-spying is a must-have skill in the Internet age, 
but it’s not cheap. With 1,800 employees, CSEC is moving 
into a new $880 million state-of-the-art complex next 
year, whose super computers reportedly devour enough 
electricity to power every light in Ottawa. 

Of course, all of this snooping capacity begs another 
question: Are these super computers also collecting 
information about Canadians? 

Modem espionage is far removed from the spycraft of 
yore, as depicted in my 1960s childhood copy of Stirring 
Stories for Boys: steaming open envelopes, tapping 
phone lines with a screwdriver and copper cable, 
sneaking into offices with spy cameras to photograph 
documents onto microfilm, and so on. By the 1980s, 
Washington pigeons with tiny transmitters on their legs 
were being induced to roost on Soviet embassy window 
sills, in hopes of picking up secret conversations inside. 

Pooling of cyber-espionage means CSEC has to satisfy 
the hunger of Canadian government departments 
for purloined data, but is also under pressure from 
foreign reciprocating agencies to supply its fair share of 
high-quality cyber-info, to justify Canada’s continued 
membership in the club. 

Most Canadians would support stronger oversight 
of the intelligence-gathering agencies that collect our 
data in quantities that grow exponentially every year. 

But whether there is the political will in Ottawa to bring 
this about — with its implications for our relations with 
large cyber-espionage agencies in the U. S. and U.K. — 
remains to be seen. 

George Orwell must be rolling in his grave.

\/\l alking around town we see 
V V many wearing Remembrance 
Day poppies. They flash with the black 
and red of death and blood, reminding 
us of the sacrifice of many soldiers for 
country and freedom against tyranny 
and oppressors. As citizens of Canada 
we are comforted to know there are 
many in that vocation ready to fight for 
us right now, and we are thankful that 
many have in the past. 

I have been teaching bible studies 
on the New Testament book of Romans 
the past few weeks and it, too, flashes 
with the black and red of remembrance. 
To understand Christianity rightly, 
especially when it comes to God’s Law 
and Gospel, and salvation in particular, 
there is no better place to start than 
the first eight chapters of the book of 
Romans. 

In Romans and throughout the Bible 
God brings to our remembrance the 
blackness of our hearts and the red 
blood sacrifice of Jesus Christ on the 
cross. God gives the Law to show us our 
sin, and gives the Gospel to show us His 
abundant grace and love in His sacrifice 
for the sins of all people. Why does He 
do this in His Law/Gospel way? Simply 
put, we need the Law to show us our 
need for the Gospel. Or said another 
way, we need to know and believe the 


complete depravity of our nature in 
order to know our need for someone to 
save us from sin and eternal death, and 
then to believe in the One who saves us. 

If we don’t believe what God says in 
His Law then we will tend to ignore our 
sins, pretend we don’t have any, imag¬ 
ine that they’re not all that bad, and 
then, worst of all, not believe we need 
a Saviour. If we don’t have anything to 
be saved from, why would we need a 
Saviour? Everyone needs the Saviour 
because everyone is a sinner. We need 
to know that, believe that, and apply all 
of God’s Law to ourselves when we read 
the Bible and hear it read or preached. 
Remember your black sins and His 
red sacrifice which covers every one of 

When we believe that we are sinners 
in need of a Saviour, we begin to under¬ 
stand all that God says about goodness, 
righteousness and holiness. Jesus 
Himself said that absolutely no one is 
good except God, which not only means 
that everyone is a sinner, but also means 
that our salvation is what God does for 
us, not what we do for God. No efforts 
on our part can earn our salvation - no 
good works, no charitable deeds, no 
prayers or determined attitudes can jus¬ 
tify us before God. We can not be made 
right with God by our choices and our 
good efforts, or as God puts it, no one is 
justified in His sight by obeying the Law. 
We fall short all the time. Salvation is 
100% God’s work, and that really is good 


That’s what it means that we are 
saved by God’s grace through the faith 
which He gives as a gift. Because we 
can’t follow the Law perfectly as He 
demands. He makes us right in His 
sight, He justifies us by His grace, 
through His gift of faith in Jesus Christ 
who shed His blood as the final and 
perfect sacrifice for all sin. That is the 
Gospel. Thanks be to God that He does 
not leave us dead in our trespasses and 
sins! He brings to our remembrance 
the blackness of our sin and separa¬ 
tion from Him, but then brings to our 
remembrance the red of the blood of 
lesus’ crucifixion. So the one who has 
been crushed by the Law and has faith 
in Jesus for forgiveness is not con¬ 
demned but forgiven and raised up to 
new life in Him. That is the Gospel. God 
does His work by Law and Gospel, that 
is, by humbling and exalting, by con¬ 
demning and forgiving, by killing the sin 
within us daily and raising us to new life 
in Christ 

Where, then, do good works come in? 
Our good decisions and good actions 
all flow from faith, and the Holy Spirit 
works them in and through us. Where 
is boasting? It is excluded because it is 
God who works in you to want to do His 
will and to actually go out and do it. To 
God alone be the glory. Thanks be to 
God that He brings to our remembrance 
the black and the red, the Law and the 
Gospel, our sin and His overabundant 
mercy and love in Jesus Christ our 
Saviour.

Region joins Short 
Hills hunt fight

Niagara Region has waded into the fight 
against an aboriginal deer hunt at Short HUls 
Provincial Park. 

Council agreed Thursday night to pen 
a letter to the Ontario Ministry of Natural 
Resources, appealingtothemtoputahaltto 
the planned hunt The deer harvest, limited 
to aboriginal hunters under the terms of a 
treaty, is pencilled in for later in November 

“The residents of Niagara do not support 
this activity and it is in direct conflict with 
our community's values,” said Sheila Kreko- 
rian, a co-founder of the Short Hills Wildlife 
Alliance. 

Councillors backed the bid from Kreko- 
rian and co-founder Robin Zavitz to enlist 
the Region against the hunt They followed 
in the footsteps of St Catharines city council 


in sending on a letter 

St. Catharines Coun. Bruce Timms also 
sought more information on how coun¬ 
cil could apply a prior court ruling which 
the alliance arged could give the province 
authority to trump the hunt on public safety 
grounds. 

Zavitz argued the ministry cannot ensure 
the park will be safe because too many 
houses surround it. She expressed fears 
hunters could end up in people’s yards. 

She said the boundaries between the patk 
and homes are too vague. 

“Unless I was standing on a surveyor’s 
stake, I would not be able to recogni ze where 
the park ends and my property begins," she
